And be it further Enacted, That whenever any such Road or Bridge, 
or any portion thereof, shall be put in good and sufficient repair, 
under the direction of the said Commissioners, by virtue of the pro- 
visions of this Act, the Secretary to the said Commissioners shall 
certify to the Secretary of the Grand Jury of any and every County 40 
within which any such Road or Bridge, or any portion thereof, shall 
be situate respectively, the amount of Money which shall have been 
so expended upon the repair of any such Road or Bridge, or any 
portion thereof, within any and every such County respectively ; and 
every such Certificate shall at the next or some succeeding Assizes

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be laid before the Grand Jury of any and every such County respec- 
tively; and thereupon it shall and may be lawful to and for the 
Grand Jury of any and every such County respectively, and any and
